FRIENDLY DEMONSTRATION,
British Fleet Will Visit Kronstadt As
Complement to Russian People,

—

London, June 26.—The Tribune is con-
ducting a strong agitation against the
dispateh of a British fleet to Cronstadt,
arguing that fruternizaion with divided
Russian would court misunderstandings
and that no real entente js possible until
the British government is able to deal
with & cabinet representing the Rusaian
peaple. 1t is understood that the for-
eign office considers that the Cronstadt
arrangement has gone too far to permit
of cancellation, A large number of mem-
bers of the honse of commons, however,
desire that it should be made perfectly
clear that the naval visit is a compli-
ment offered to the Russian people and
not to the Russian government. Charles
Phillips Trevlyn, liberal, as representing
the view, had a question on the matter
which at Foreign Secretary Grey's re-
quest was postponed until today. Dis-
cussion of the foreign office votes which
is fixed for July 7. also is expected to
give Secretary Gray an opportunity to
fully explain the government's attitude
on the question,
